In rebuttal the affirmative < 

pointed out that the insurance 
schemes presented by the negative A- i 
are borne by the workman alone; 
that his wages are insufficient to ' 


men are unable to avoid; that 
through the development of the 
fellow-servant doctrine the em- 
ployer is excused from liability 
for these accidents; that in conse- 
quence vast numbers of workmen 
are killed and maimed, and those 
dependent upon them are made a 
burden to society, or, at least, suf- 
fer great distress, solely that the 
rest of us may have the fruits of 
modem civilization. 

2. That the cost of these acci- 
dents should be born, not by the 
workman, but by society, which 
would be accomplished under the 
compensation scheme covered by 
the resolution, since the employ- 
er’s first expense would be shifted 
upon the public in the shape of 
slightly higher prices; but that 
this rise in price would be so 
slight as to be imperceptible : thus 
a great calamity to the men in one 
industry would be unfelt by being 
shifted to the whole public. 

3. That compensation has been 
in principle adopted throughout 
the civilized world except in the 
United States; that wherever tried 
it has been extended, and that 
there has been no movement in 
any of the countries which have 
adopted it to limit its scope or 
lessen its effect.

and that the higher rate of wagbs 
' paid railroad men malce these 
fdritts of individual- insurance 
eventually more cheap \to the 
workman than the' method of com - 
imnsation. From the statistics ad- 
duced in proof, pi these proposi^ 
lions, the negative argued no need 
for compensation. 

2. The negative further argued 
i hat compensation would cause 
more poverty than it would pre- 
vent, for, while it would relieve 
\the family of the injured work- 
man, it would cause much distress 
by throwing out of employment 
those partially injured, and those 
who were susceptible toi injuries 
from old age or other physical 
weakness. The experience of Eng- 
land and Germany was shown to 
be in support of this contention. 

) But more specially was it point- v 
ed out that the attitude of the 
workman under compensation is 
that of looking to alms either 
frpin the government or private , 
concerns rather than to individual 
thrift and initiative in providing 
! for their heeds. Special stress was 
laid upon the fact that the entire 
history- of the American laborer 
-huws an opposite attitude. 

7 3. It. was maintained by the 
/negative that- compensation could 
not he made -effective in America 
fbr the' reason that workmen and 
, employers Could not ho brought to 
accept the same scaletof compensa- 
i ibn without an infinite amourit of 
litigation, and that without the 
spirit, of conciliation and arbitra- 
1 1 , on it. does not exist. 
j The final plea of the negative 
was that (lie attitude of the Amer- 
ican public should not be distract- 
'd by compensation from the new 
yawakeppig to the advantages of 
present, safety devices. It was 
diown that the automatic coupler, /‘ 
perfect, block systems, femoral of 
/overhead', obstructions and air- \ 
brakes would remove practically 
all of the accidents not due to the 
■arelessncss of the workman. The
